DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-9, 27, and 39-58 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary reason 
for allowance is the requirement that a die template which contacts the die during placement and 
contacts the sides of the die after placement is made of a stamped metal, an etched metal, or an 
epitaxial layer bonded to a substrate. The prior art generally teaches either template layers that 
do not contact the die, and thus do not precisely align the die and do not require precise 
tolerances for the template formation, or the prior art teaches templates made of insulating high 
dielectric strength materials such as polymers or ceramics. There is no motivation provided in 
the prior art for making a template layer bonded to the top of a substrate out of an etched or 
stamped metal layer of out of an epitaxial layer, since such layers are not insulating. Also, since 
the tolerance requirements for positioning some circuit devices, such as mirror sub-arrays, are 
very small, a person having ordinary skill in the art would not necessarily assume that a template 
meeting these strict physical tolerances could be made from etched or starnped metal. For these 
reasons, it is the examiner's opinion that it would not have been obvious to a person having 
ordinary skill in the art to make a template which contacts the die during and after placement 
(thus having a very small tolerance in aperture size) out of a stamped metal layer, an etched 
metal layer, or an epitaxial semiconductor layer physically adhered to a top of a substrate.
